In the statement of claim the plaintiff stated 
that by his wil! the deceased neathed to 
the defendant, who had been for many years 
his assistant and manager in his business, all 
his property, house, printing plant, book 
debis, furniture, money and effects, of 
every kind and description, subject, however, 
to, and charged with, a legacy of £100 to 
the testator’s son, Joseph Walsh, and an 
annuity of a weekly sum of £2 10s. payable 
during her life to his daughter, the pleintiff. 

By the first codicil the testator increased 
the annuity to the plaintiff to £3 10s. weekly, 
and bequeathed to hgr a policy insurance on 
his life for £300, und also , while by 
the second codicil he bequeathed his furniture 
to the plaintiff, and his dwellinghouse (sub- 
ject to the whole fee-farm rent) to the plain. 
tiff in trust for her children, Rita and Thomas 
Hewson. 

Shortly after the testatar’s death, the plain- 
tiff stated, the defendant alleged that, bv 
virtue of the indenture, he had become entitle? 
absolutely to all the property mentioned, sub- 
ject only to the provisions of the indenture, 
and required the plaintiff, with her children, 
to vacate the dwellinghouse. 

By the indenture the defendant covenanted 
to pay £5 weekly to the late Mr. Walsh 
during his life, and to pay within ten years 
of his death £250 to each of his grand- 
children, and to allow him (Mr. Walsh) to 
reside in the premises during his life free of 
rent. 

The plaintiff further stated that when the 
indenture of the deed wag alleged to have 
been executed the late Mr. Walsh, as the de- 
fendant knew, was at the point of death, and 
was incapable of understanding the purport 
and effect of the indenture. 

In his defence the defendant denied nearly 
all the averments in the statement of claim, 
and stated that for over thirty years he had 
loyally and ungrudgingly given all his time 
and energy to assist the late Mr. Walsh in 
founding and carrying on the. paper men- 
tioned successfully, and the deceased always 
recognised the value of defendant's services, 
and had repeatedly stated his determination 
to leave the business premises to him.

DAMAGES FOR CINEMA COMPANY

before Mr. Justice Pim and a city special 
jury, of an action and counter-claim, iv which 
the Irish Kiftematograph Company (1920), 
Ltd., sued Messrs. William Coates and Son, 
electrical contractors, 9 Leinster street, Dublin, 
to recover damages for breach of contract in 
connection with the aale of a motor generator 
and accessories for the Mary Street Piciure

struct y Mr. J. R. Cresswell) appeared for 


1 the defendants. 


Mr. Brown, K.C., addressing the jury on 
behalf of the defendants, said that the matter 
at issue and for the jury to decide was whether 
this motor generator could produce a steal 
are. There had originally been questions ol 
noise and vibration from the machine raised 
by the plaintiffs, but the whole matter had in 
the end narrowed itself down to the question 
of an imperfect arc, 

Mr. Overend, K.C., in replying on behalf of 
the plaintiffs, submitted that the only question 
for the jury to eonsider was whether the de- 
fendants had performed their contract to give 
the plaintiffs’ company a machine fit for cinema 
use. 

The jury found a verdict m favour of the 
plaintifis and assessed damages at £90.

DAMAGE TO A BARGE.

aper pulp, weighing 14 or 15 cwts., Which 
iad heen improperly secured in the sling, fell 
on the side rail or edge of the deck of the 
barge and caused the planks and beams on 
the side and bottom, on which the main frame 
of the barge was built, to “start,” The 
injuries were so serious that it cost him £59 
7s. 10d. to have the barge repaired. The 
barge, which earned £5 a day, was laid up 
for twelve wofking days, the plaintiff’s entire 
expenses amounting to £81 15s. 10d. 

The defendant, traversing tle cause of 
action, denied the alleged negligence. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff 
for £70, and judgment was entered for him 
‘for that amount.

£5,500,000 SCHEME BEGUN. 


With the placing of contracts for material 
and current a start has now been made with 
me electrification of the suburban lines of tine 
| South-Eastern section of the Southern Rail- 
way of England. The most important contract 
which has been let is with the Cargo Fleet 

The routes to be converted from steam to 
electric traction cover all the suburban lines 
within a radius of about 15 miles of the 
London terminal station, and ineludes both 
the old Chatham and Dover and Soutb- 
Eastern railways. 

The plans which have been approved cover 
94 route miles and 200 single line miles of 
running tracks, exclusive of sidings, and com- 
prise, therefore, the largest suburban 
electrification scheme which has as yet been 
undertaken in Great Britain. 

Having failed to secure powers to erect an 
independently-owned railway generating station 
to supply current for electrical operation, the 
Southern Railway Company has entered. into 
an agreement with the London Electric Sup- 
ply Corporation, Limited, under which that 

ny will supply from their Deptford 
station, which is to be extended for the 
purpose, the whole of the current for the new 
railway services. It is intended to provide, 
for the operation of the electrical services, 
about 68-car trains, each composed of 
62ft, compartment’ vehicles, carried on ies 
of modern design, and seating about 700 
passengers. The trains will be equipped with 
eight h.p. motors. 

e original estimate of the cost of the 
work was £5,500,000, and a guarantee cover- 
ing this amount has been given under the 
provisions of the Trade Facilities Act. It is 
not likely that this estimate will be exceeded, 
and with any fall in the prices of materials 
a reduction would certainly be effected.

MACHINERY EXHIBITION AT 
WEMBLEY, 


Mi. á 


Ample accommodation is being provided at 
Wembley Park for the display of the 
machinery producta of the United Kingdom. 
At the British Empire Exhibition next 
summer, the machinery hall covers an area 
of 569, 596 sq ft., which, with upper-floor 
spaces, is increased to 595,971 sq ft. This is 
one of two large halls, which together have a 
total floor space of 1,118,971 sq ft:, or twelve 
and a half times the area of Trafalgar square. 
Yet, in spite of this vast area, two-thirds of 
which has already been allocated, it is doubt- 
ful if ali those who would wish to exhibit in 
the Shipbuilding, Marine, Mechanical, and 
General Engineering Section will find space. 

The exhibition will be made the occasion for 
world conferences in the.several departments 
of engineering. The British Electrical and 
Allied Manufacturers’ Association is organis- 
ing, under the presidency of the Earl of Derby, 
a World Power Conference, which will deal 
with the resources, development, and: applica- 
tion of power.- Already national committees 
are being formed in the Dominions, the United 
States of America, France, Italy, Scandinavia 
and other countries, from which delegates will 
attend to contribute to the discussions of the 
conference. It is expected that there will 
quickly follow the compilation of valuable 
inventories of the resources of the Empire and 
foreign countries, with means for a better 
exchange of information in respect of invention 
and discovery. 

Meanwhile, the erection of the building and 
the laying out of the grounds are providing 
examples of work which are being handled 
with resource and expedition. 

The great Stadium, the scene of the football 
cup final last Saturday, where the crowd over- 
ran the ground, provides a noteworthy example 
of a great achievement and a standing illustra- 
tion of reinforced concrete as a structural 
system. 

The grandstands were built of reinforced 
concrete and covered with steel roofs. 


BIG BELFAST CONTRACT 


Belfast Water Commissioners have accepted 
the tender of Messrs, 8. Pearson and Son, 
London, at £983,250, for the construction of 
the Silent Valley reservoir, and instructed the 
Board's solicitor to draw up an agreement 
between the Commissioners and a company to 
be promoted and incorporated by Messrs. Pear- 
son and Son, under the title of S. Pearson and 
Son (Belfast), Ltd., with a nominal capital 
of £150,000. ' 

In March, 1922, a resolution concerning the 
same undertaking was passed by the rd 
acceptin Messrs. Pearson’s tender at 
£1,035, , subject to certain conditions to be 
embodied in the contract. In face of consider- 
able opposition from representative business 
organisations in the city, on the ground that 
the conditions. of trade were then highly un- 
favourable, considering the inflated prices of 
material and the abnormal cost of labour, the 
Commissioners did not proceed with the settle- 
ment of the conditions to be embodied in the 
contract, and the matter apparently has lain 
in abeyance for the past year.

The German Offer. 


The German Reparations Note, which 
was handed yesterday to the representa- 
tives of all the principal Allied Powers, 
follows closely the. forecasts that 
have appeared in the Press. It isa 
cleverly-worded document, and, unlike 
most German Notes, its meaning is reason- 
ably clear. In the preamble the German 
Government announces that the only 
solution of the present deadlock between 
Germany and France lies in the achieve- 
ment of a mutual understanding. Ger- 


to recognise: the legality of the Ruhr in- 
vasion or to abandon her considered atti- 
tude of passive resistance, has determin 
to take the first step towards peace. With 
that object in view her present offer is 

ublished. Her experts insist that a 
final estimate of Germany s capacity to 
pay cannot possibly be made in the 
present chaotic condition of European 
economy. The arrangement which they 
propose, therefore, is essentially elastic, 
and will be subject to revision at some 
later date. The kernel of the offer is 
Germany's proposal to pay a total sum of 
30,000,000,000 gold marks in final settle- 
ment of all her obligations to the Allies. 
This sum amounts to 1,500,000,000 gold 
pounds sterling, and falls short of Pro- 
fessor Keynes’s original estimate by 
£1,000,000,000. - The German Government 
asserts that it cannot hope to raise this 
sum, or anything like it, from its own 
‘resources at present, and suggests, there- 
fore, that it be|empowered to float a series 
of three international loans. Obviously, 
German credit is at an extremely low ebb 
at present, and the mere presence of 
the French in the Ruhr world prevent 
foreign investors from taking up German 
bends in any appreciable quantities. The 
German Government proposes, therefore, 
that the status quo ante, so far as the 
Rhineland is concerned, shall be restored 
as soon as possible in order that the loans 
may be floated with some chance of 
SUCCESS. 

These loans, Germany suggests, will be 
floated in thres instalments—one of 
20,000,000,000 gold marks to be issued 
immediately and completed before July, 
1927, and two others of 5,000,000,000 gold 
marks each, to be completed in 1929 and 
1951 respectively. If the first loan cannot 
be raised by bonds at normal rates, the 
German Government proposes that an im- 
partial commission shal] determine when 
and how the outstanding amounts shal! 
be paid. This offer, the Note declares, 
represents the utmost limit of Germany's 
financial capacity at present; and, if th 
Allies will not agree to it, the Genran 
Government will be prepared to refer the 
whole reparations problem to the arbitra- 
tion of an intern&tional commission which 
must be free from all political influence 
of amy kind. Germany is prepared to 
back her offer by substantial guarantees, 
but nothing can be done in that way unti! 
she is safeguarded against further seizures 
and ‘sanctions,’ and until the French 
army withdraws from al] the territory 
which is lield contrary to the terms of the 
Versailles Treaty. Dr. Cuno’s Govern- 
ment proposes, furthermore, to accept any 
agreement, which shall be binding on 
France as well as on Germany, to submit 
all disputes which cannot be solved by the 
ordinary diplomatic methods to some kind 
of international arbitration. The whole 
French Press has rejected the offer in 
advance, and we fear that there is little 
hope of iis acceptance hy M. Poincaré 
Our London Correspondent hints, indeed, 
that it merely will strengthen the deter- 
mination of France to hold what she has. 
Ee that as it may, someting has been 
done at last to relieve the tension, and 
the German offer at least shonld serve as 
a basis of discussion.

Singapore. 


After the Washington “Agreement, the 
British Admiralty was obliged to re-cast 
the general lines of its naval policy, and 
its. decision to establish a powerful naval 
base at Singapore is the first-fruits of the 
change. Admiral Fisher’s policy of con- 
centrating British naval strength in home 
waters—particularly in the North Sea— 
was the direct outcome of Germany s 
challenge to Britain's naval supremacy. 
Now that the German Navy has gone, 
only sentiment demands the retention of 
that policy. To-day the battleship plays 
a diminished part in naval affairs. Britain 
will have only two rivals in battleship 
strength—the United States and Japan. 
If we assume, for the sake of argument, 
a war with either of these countries, we 
find that Japan’s battle fleet, on account 
of her remoteness, hardly could attack 
that of Britain or be attacked by*it. The 
British and American fleets might come 
to grips, but the United States is under 
the necessity of keeping its fleet divided 
between Atlantic and Pacific. Commerce 
destruction is the danger against which the 
British naval authorities must prepare in 
the future. A war with Japan or Ruasia, 
er with any other country having naval 
bases in the Far East, would spell the 
complete destruction of the whole of the 
Gritish, mercantile marine in those waters 
unless Britain also had a strong base 
there and an adequate fleet of light war 
vessels to operate from it. 
to fortify Singapore'is, therefore, a wise 
measure, which is more likely to prevent 
future wars than to promote them.

“ Dry ” Ships. 


The Supreme Court of the 
States has decided that vessels of every 
nationality are prevented by the Pro- 
hibition amendment to the Constitution 
from taking liquor into the United States 
or the territorial waters thereof, whether 
it be for the nse of the crew only or is 
sealed until the vessel is again on the 
high seas. This decision has confronted 
the Transatlantic shipping companies with 
& serious problem, and their representa- 
tives, who are now holding grave conter- 
ences on the question, will take some time 
in settling any agreed policy. General 
opinion seems to favour the adoption of 
Halifax as the Western port of call 
instead ‘of ‘New York; for in this. way 
the American pocket-book would receive 
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the full impact of the latest Prohibition 
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shock. There has been some talk of sab- 
mitting the whole problem to arbitration ; 
but the United States Government could 
not consent, since no arbitration court 
could set aside or diminish the Constitu- 
tion. : Of course, New York,and Boston 
do not wish to lose the Transatlantic pas- 
senger traffic, and while the North Atlantic 
Conference is wrestling with the knotty 
point no drastic steps will be taken to 
enforce the Supreme Court’s decree. It is 
hoped that some way out of the difficulty 
may be found.

ARLY in September the Royal Aezo 
Club will hoid trials extending over a 
period of about one week—probably on 
Sussex Downs—for light aeroplanes _ 
the glider type, fitted with engines, a 
cylinder capacity of which must not er 
750 c.c.

All the afternoon papers, however, pub- 
lished the ‘proposals as telegraphed trom 
Berlin, and I am told in official circles that 
if may be taken for granted that they will be 
rejected as unworthy of discussion. 

The evening papers, most of which had 
already pronounced judgment carlier in the 
week, are to-night denuncatory.

A NEW SPIRIT 


GERMANY THINKS OFFER ' 
PROVIDES A BASIS.

Except that as the result of a last minute 
change, the railways not being specifically 
mentioned as a guarantee for an international 
loan interest, the German offer to the Allies 
follows precisely the forecast previously pub 
lished.

though, technically, the Allies, under the 
Versailles Peace Treaty, have first claim on 
them. 

In spite of apparent rejection by the 
French Press, opinion is convinced here that 
the offer represents a basis at least for de- 
tailed discussion, perhaps even for a final 
settlement of the nichtmare reparations. 

No settlement of this problem, no matter 
how many milliards of gold marks were offered, 
can be discussed without a new spirit, alike 
on the side of France and Germany—a spirit 
differing entirely from that which has pre- 
vailed on both sides since the armistice. 

Tha importance of the offer is that it really 
does represent on the German side the begin- 
ning at least of a new spirit.

RIGID APPLICATION 
PROMISED. 
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With regard to the United States Supreme 
Court’s ban on the bringing of liquor within 
the three-mile limit, Reuter’s Agency under- 
stands that regulations confirming this deci- 
sion are now in process of being drawn up 
by the United States Administration. 

The Washington Correspondent telegraphs— 
Mr. Daugherty, the Attorney-General, 
announces that the Government in thirty days 
will begin ‘‘ vigorously’ to enforce the Pro- 
hibition Law against American and foreign 
ships carrying liquor within the territorial 
limits of the United States. The statement 
adds :—'' Every agency at my command will 
be used to enforce the iaw without favour, 
partiality, or distinction.” 

A lat-r message ravs:—At a :onrference of 
Treasury officials to-day it was decided to 
make June 15 the effective date of the new 
Prohibition regulations. 

While American officials continue to puzzle 
over the application of the decision of the 
Supreme Court, the coastguards on the 
Atlantic seaboard have been ordered to con- 
centrate all available boats on the New Jersey 
coast, where the principal rum fleet is 
anchored, to prevent as far as possible, any 
customers. from landing their contraband 
purchases. 

Ae dozen coastguard boats are available. 
The officials express the opinion that the | 
fleet can be driven away by lack of patronage. 

This new service, they say, will not prevent 
the coastguards from performing the regular 
rescue work in bad weather. 


TEST CASE IN PROSPECT.

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FRANCE THREATENS TO 
WITHDRAW, 


-- 


Reuter’s Correspondent at Constantinople 
telegraphed yesterday :—-Thé French Chargé 
d’ Affaires has handed a Note to the Turkish 
Government declaring that unless the con- 
centrations of the Turkish troops on the 
Syrian frontiers were immediately withdrawn, 
Francé would abandon the Lausanne Con- 
ference. 

In the course of a conversation yesterday 
between the French and Turkish representa- 
tives, M. Curellno told Adnan Bey that’ the 
French Government coul@ not allow, during 
a Peace Conference, concentrations of troo 
to be made on the Syrian frontiers with a 
view to influencing the French Government, 
who could not, under such conditions, con- 
tinue to negotiate at Lausanne. The French 
Government, therefore, requested the Angora 
Goernment to withdraw the Turkish divisions 
as quickly as sible, quoting the example 
of the Turks themselves at Mudania, where 
they demanded that the Allies’ troops should 
not be reinforced. 

The Frencn Note, which is .couched in firm 
and even comminatory language, has produecd 
a deep impression in Turkish official quarters. 
However, pending instructions from. Angora 
as regards the line to be taken, great reti- 
cence is being observed. 

Telegraphing from Lausanne yesterday, the 
Press Association's _ Special Correspondent 
says :—Ismet Pasha is still without any infor- 
mation regarding the French démarche yester- 
day at Constantinople, which was made simul- 
taneously with the representations conveyed 
by General Pelle to Ismet Pasha. 

The double démarche is the subject of much 
comment at the Conference and in Press 
circles, and its importance is fully recognised. 
The exact wording of the French 
representation has not transpired, but it is 
understood here that France has given 
the Angora (Government to understand that 
continuance of the military concentration on 
the Syrian frontier may affect the. course of 
the Lausanne Conference. 

Ismet Pasha declines to make any state- 
ment for publication, but I learn that he has 
communicated General Pelle’s representations 
to Angora, and is awaiting a reply.

REPARTITION PROBLEMS. 
LAUSANNE, Wednesday. 

The crax of this morning's sitting of the 
Financial Committee under the presidency of 
General Pelle was the freeing of Turkey trom 
loans secured on Cyprus and the Egyptian 
tributes. 

There wags a long discussion on th ereparati- 
tim of the Turkish debt among the succession 
States after the Balkan wars. It was agreed 
that the Council of the Ottoman Public Debt 
should work out the annnities to be paid by 
each Staie, and that the differences should be 
geitied by an arbitrator, to be appointed by 
the League of Nations within three months. 

The Turks wanted the Dodecanese Islands 
to share in the Turkish debt, but the Italians 
objected, while M. Venizelos claimed freedom 
from: the. debt. as regards Western Thrace. 

The Allies observed that Western Thrace 
had been leit to them bv the Treaty of 
Neuilly, and it was for them to make the 
necessary arrangements. 

The ‘Turks still insist that the Succession 
States of the provinces in Asia Minor should 
share in the expense oi withdrawing paper 
currency, but the Allics renewed their ob 
jection. 

A discussion ensned in regard to the car- 
rying out of the Muharrem decree conatitut- 
ing the Ottoman Public Debt and subse- 
quent decrees in this eonnection which the 
Turks wished to elimmate in the present 
treaty. The Allies agreed, provided that. the 
Turks furnished a separate and _ explicit 
undertaking on ‘the subject. 

(jeneral Pelle declared that France must 
insist upon & renetred declaration--uphelding 
the rights of bondholders, and contended that 
the Muharrem decree possessed an inter- 
national character. The British and Italian 
delegates associated themeelves with Genera! 
Pelle. 

General Pelle also pointed out. that ib was 
not in the interests of the Turks to go back 
on their contracts, as such action on their 
part would injure: their credit’ in-Burope. 

The subject was then referred to the ex- 
perts, although it is unlikely that the Turkish 
views will prevail.

AGAINST 
IMPUDENCE. 

Lieut.-Colonel Buckley stated, in the House 
of Commons yesterday, in reply to Lieut.- 
Commander Kenworthy, that His Majesty's 
Government had just received a . voluminous 
document, which was stated to comprise the 
whole of the Chester concessions in Turkey. 
As far as an examination of it had revealed, 
sritish commercial interests in Turkey were 
affected as regards the construction oí 
harbour works at Samsaun, for which a pre- 
liminary contract bad heen obtained from the 
Turkish Government in 1911, and also as 
regards a railway extending to Irak and 
Mosul, with mining rights along the line. 

The British Hich Commissioner at Con- 
stantinople had been instrncted to register an 
emphatic protest against the granting by the 
Turkish . Government of. right within the 
borders of Irak, and to declare that the 
validity of such a grant, would not be recog- 
nised by His Majesty's Government. 


PROTEST TURKISH 
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TWO MEN EXECUTED. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 

The National Army Headquarters yesterday 
made the following official announcement :— 

“Christopher Quinn, Turnpike, Ennis, and 
William Shaughnessy, Old Military Barracks, 
Ennis, were each separately charged on the 
25th day of April, 1923, before a military 
tribunal! in the Limerick Command with— 

“(a Taking part in an armed attack on 
National forces on the night of April 21st, at 
Ennis, in that he. at or about. the hour of 
10.30 p.m., did feloniously and with malice 
aforethought slay and kill a member of the 
Nationa) Forces—to wit, No. 42820 Private 
Stephen Canty, of ‘A’ Coy., 12th Battalion ; 
(b) being on the night in question ‘in possession 
of a loaded revolver. 

“The evidence showed ‘that following some 
shooting in Carmody street, Ennis, on the 
night of Saturday, April 21, 1923, Private 
Canty, with other troops, was ‘holding up’ 
and conducting a search. Whilst discharg- 
ing this duty Private Canty ‘held up’ the 
two prisoners. He was searching William 
Shaughnessy, and had located a revolver 
on his person, when Christopher Quinn drew 
a revolver and ‘fired at the soldier at point- 
blank range. William O'Shaughnessy then 
drew the revolver in his possession and fired 
also at the soldier. Private Canty fell 
mortally wounded in the head and expired a 
short time later. Shaughnessy and Quinn, it 
was clearly shown, had set ont with others on 
the night in question with the object of cerry- 
ing out a raid for money on the house of a 
resident in the district. 

‘* William Shaughnessy was arrested by the 
troops on July 15, 1922, and released on Sep- 
tember 2, after signing: the form of under- 
taking not & take up arms against the 
Government. 

“Both accused were found guilty on the 
separate charges made against them. 

‘*'Vhe findings were confirmed in each case, 
and both prisoners were sentenced to death. 

“The executions were duly carried out to-' 
day at Ennis at 7.50 a.m.” -

The -decision. of the Royal Portrush Golf 
Club to permit Sunday golf was the subject. of 
an action yesterday in the Chancery Division 
of the Northern High Courts before Mr. 
Justice Wilson. The plaintiffs were Frederick 
R. ‘Watt and others, and the defendants 
Daniel MacLaughlin and others. The plain- 
tifla sought an injunction to prevent the 
Council of the club from carrying a new rule 
into effect authorising the playing of golf on 
Sunday, and to have it declared that the 
old: rule against Sunday golf was still in 
existence and had never been repealed. 

The reply of the defendants was that a 
complete new set of rules had been drawn 
up and passed on the 8th July, 1922, and at 
@ special general meeting on the 26th August, 
1922, it was provided that golf might be 
played on the links on Sunday. 

Mr. Richard Best, K.C., M.P. (Attorner- 
General); Mr. BR. D. Megaw, K.C.,. M.P.;

THE PLAINTIFFS’ CASE. 

In opening the case, Mr. Best said that the 
proceedings were brought by members of the 
Royal Portrush Golf Club who objected to a 
motion which purported to have been passed 
at a meeting of the club on the 26th August, 
1922, authorising the playing of golf on Sun- 
days. The question to be decided was 


male enabling goli to be played on Sunday 
on the links of the club. The club was 
formed in the year 1888, and it was a non- 
corporated members’ club. A general meet- 
held on the 12th July, 1868, 

the rules vere agreed to, 

; the club was, called “The Connty 
Golf Club.’’ In the original rules there was 
one which said, “ No resolution of the club 
shall be -altered or repealed or a new rule 
made but at a general meeting.” Notice of 
any proposed change in the rules was to be 
sent to each member of the club at least 
twenty-one days previous to the meeting 
called for ita consideration Later that 
twenty-one deys was changed to three weeks, 
and then to ten days. 

On the 28th November, 1889, it was 
resolved that certain alterations of the yules 
and additional rules be brought betore the 
next general meeting, and at that annual 
general meeting certain: alterations were 
agreed upon. The orginal rules did not con- 
tain any reference bo the playing of golf on 
the links on Sunday. That was a silent ques- 
tion. ‘There waa simply an understanding 
that’ there was to be no playing of golf on the 
Portrush lmks'on Sunday. At a meeting of 
the Council on the 10th August, 1893. a 
letter was read from the Rev. Jonathan 
Bimpson, a Presbyterian clergyman at Port- 
rush, complaining that two golters had been 
seen playing on the links on Sunday, July 
30th. It was then resolved that a reply be 
eent; to the Rev. Mr. Simpson that it had 
always been an understanding that golf 
should not be played on Sundays, and that 
the Council would put a stop to it in future.

AN ARMY DISCOVERY. 


Times New York Correspondent 
states :—it was announced yesterday that ex- 
periments conducted by the Army. Medical 
Corps have shown the extraordinary efficacy 
for. the treatment of certain 
diseases, ranging from simple colds to paresis. 
The experiments followed on the accidental 
discovery during the war that workers in the 
Edgewood Arsenal, near Baltimore, were im- 
mune from influenza in rooms in which 
chloride gas was made. 

Guinea pigs, inoculated with the germs of 
tuberculosis, when exposed to mustard gas 
failed to contract the disease, while others 
which were not so tfeated invariably sne- 
caumbed. Dr. A. S. Loevenhart, of the Univer 
sity of Wisconsin, who is co-operating with 
the Medical Corps, has a record of forty- 
two persons committed to asylums for paresis, 
who were treated with Lewisite gas. Twenty- 
one have been discharged cured, and are now 
in profitable employment, and seven others 
give promise of recovery. A professor of the 
University of Arkansas, during an epidemic 
.of influenza, subjected three hundred students 
to a “mild concentration ” of chlorine each 
day, and reduced the epidemic by 90 per cent. 
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of: poison gases

PUBLICANS AND SUMMER-TIME.

‘The Minister for Finance replied that the 
claim otf Westmeath County Council in respect 
of grants formerly withheld by the Britisit 
Government was settled in September last, 
subject to minor adjustments, and the Council 
was then paid a balance due amounting to 
£18,614 ls. 3d. This amount did not include 
estate duty for 1921-22, and ‘one-half of the 
agricultural grant for the same year, as these 
moneys were retained in the Guarantee Fund 
in connection with charges under: the Land 
Acts. The British Government had not yet 
been in a position to release any of the latter 
amounts ont of the Guarantee Fund. The 
figure of £40,000 mentioned in the question 
appeared to be entirely out of relation with 
the facts, and he did not know what it was 
supposed to represent. 

The second half-yearly instalment of the 
agricultural grant fer 1922-25, which amounted 
in the case of County Westmeath to £8,776, 
was being paid this week, and it was hoped 
that the amounts due for the remamuing 
smaller local taxation grants for 1922-25 would 
shortly be distributed. 

The amount of motor taxes collected in 
Westmeath County during the nine months 
ended 31st December, 1922, was £406 7s., and 
for the first quarter of 1923 £2,208 10s. This 
money waa not directly returnable to the 
County Council, but was payable to the Road 
Fund, from which grants might be paid to 
the road authorities in certain circumstances 
by the Minister of Local Government.

BOOK OF KELLS. '

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ILLUMINATION AND DESIGN 
OF FAMOUS WORK. 


The Rev. H. J. Lawlor, D.D., concluded his 
series of Margaret Stokes Memorial Lectures 
at, Alexandra College, Dublin, yesterday after 
noon, whén he gave a fascinating account oi 
the Book of Kélle—the most beautiful book in 
the world—and of some other illuminates 
works dating from post Manish times in 
Ireland. 

The lecturer first dealt with the revival 
in learning which occurred in when 
the Danes, having come to the conclusion that 
they were to remain permanently in the 
country, desisted from their course of destruc- 
tion and rapine. The Jecturer said that it was 
almost a coincidence that at the present day 
Ireland was again emerging from a period of 
destruction and turmoil, and he hoped that 
all would work to bring better and happier 
days. With the settling down of the Danes, 
it became possible for the great scholastic 
centres, such as those at Armagh and Clon- 
macnoise, to develop, and between 1030 and 
1060 no fewer than 335 eminent professors were 
recorded in the Annals as presiding over 
colleges and regular schools in Ireland. — 

One of the first fruits of the post-Danish 
renaissance was & wonderfal revival in metal 
work. specimens of which were to be seen in 
the National Museum in the book-shrines 
wrought about 1025-1030. Another result of 
the revival was that students began to be 
attracted to Irish schools from abroad, from 
the Continent of Europe, as well as from 
England. One of the most noteworthy of 
these foreign students was Sulien, of Wales, 
who founded the great Welsh school at 
Cardigan. 

Specimens of the beautiful workmanship in 
the famous Psalter which is now in the 
Library of Trinity College, Dublin, were 
thrown on the screen. The work n the 
Psalter was, however, inferior to that n t!.e 
Book of Kells, the lecturer explained, in that 
it did not display such originality and variety 
in design and illumination. When specimens 
feom the Book of Kells were shown it was 
readily apparent that the lecturer's conten- 
tion was justified. The ornamentation of the 
Book is magnificent, and it is noteworthy 
that never is a design repeated. For example. 
the Latin word et occurs at the beginning of 
many sentences, but in every instance the 
design is original. Such was the fertility of 
imagination and the endless | resource of 
monks who contributed to the glory of the 
great Book.

£67,060, a decrease of £4,001, 
which he was sure hon. members would agree 
was a step in the right direction. During the 
past year it was necessary to get on the 
staff an assistant principal with special Jegal 
qguaitications. They had also got six clerks 
and 11 typists, while two of the higher posts 
—a principalship and an examinership—were 
left unfilled. 

Mr. R. J. Lynn said that the estimates last 
year contained a sum of £150 for an organiser 
bf Irish language instruction. He, should 
like to know whether this had been dis- 
cuvtinued, as it did not appear in the present 
estimates. He also referred to a circular 
which had been issued declaring that where 
Irish was taught history might be dropped.

TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 

Proceeding, he said that 30 per cent. of a 
certain class of teacher had refused to take 
their salaries—an extraordinary thing for

‘lhe Hon. H. Mulholland asked whether, in 
the training colleges, arrangements were being 
tuade to give adequate instruction in lovalty, 
patriotism, elementary economics, and civics.

ducation to agree to a reduction of salary in 
he same way as the teachers in England had 
one. 

Dr. Morrison said that, as a manager of a 
school, he gave instructions for the singing uf 
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| the Nationa! Anthem. He thoug}t that there 
should be a flag-pole and a Union Jack: at 
every school. . 

Mr. Donald pointed out that teachers in 
the city schools should be paid at a higher 
rate than those in rural schools, where the 
cost of living was much less. 

Mr, McKeown, in ‘Yeply, said that there 
were indications that the teachers in Northern 
Ireland were considering a reduction of salary, 
the same as teachers in. England, and the 
Ministry, at the moment, was prepared to 
leave the matter to the teachers. It was the 
intention of the ‘Ministry to introduce the 
teaching of civics in the schools. It was the 
desire of the Ministry that where there were 
two or three smal] schools in one village, very 
poorly attended, they should be amalgamated 
in one good, well-equipped school, under first- 
class teachers. This would be much better 
than the present system. It was also intended 
to provide for the training of afflicted children. 

Replying to Professor Johnstone, the Par- 
liainentary Secretary said that it was intend: 
to pay the secondary teachers an interim 
grant for the present year, until their salary 
scale was fixed, when the balance of the 
amount due to them would be paid. 

Answering Mr. Donald, Mr. McKeown said 
that the suggestion of continuation schools 
for adults would be considered.

AGRICULTURE. 
PROPOSED RELIEF MEASURES. 


On the motion for adjournment, the Hon. 
H. Mulholland referred to the deplorable 
condition of agriculture in the six counties. 

He said that during the war the farmers 
made money, but in many cases this was 
spent upon improvements, and on extending 
their holdings. He pointed out that during 
the war hay brought £15 per ton, and now 
it brought from £3 to £4. A cow sold 
for £60, and now it could be got for £18. 
A good horse brought £100 to £120, and now 
a first-class horse could be bought for £30. 
Potatoes brought £10 per ton, and now it was 
hard enough to get 10s. per ton for them 
The majority ot the farmers throughout the 
six counties were on the verge of insolvency. 
In the Ards district potatoes were 6d. per 
ewt., and one buyer refused to give 4d. per 
ewt. The worst of it was that last year’s 
seed was bought on this year’s crop, and this 
year’s crop was in the fields, and they were 
unable to buy either seed or manure. Ie 
suggested, as a remedy, that the Imperial 
Government should be induced to complete 
land purchase speedily. 
The Ministry of Finance, he suggested, 
should remit rates in black-scab scheduled 
areas. Arrangements should also be made to 
grant a loan to.farmers to help them over 
their present difficulty. 
Mr. T. W. McMullan, supporting the pro- 
posal for a loan, said that if the farmers of 
the country became despondent there would 
a poor chance of making the six counties 
a success 

GOVERNMENT'S PROPOSALS. 

The Minister of Agriculture said that the 
farmers in Tyrone and other counties were in 
as bad a position with regard to potatoes, 
etc., as were the farmers of Co. Down. Hun- 
dreds of tons of potatoes have been thrown 
behind ditches because they were not worth 
carrying to market in schedule areas. Farmers 
could obtain many immune varieties of pota- 
toes, but they had not the money to purchase 
them. The Government was in close touch 
with the Imperial Government in regard to 
land purchase. 
The Minister of Finance said that he and 
hig colleagues in the Cabinet had been dis- 
cussing the matter of relief to farmers gene- 
rally over the six counties. The only question 
was what form the relief could take. The 
tritish scheme of remitting half the taxes was 
not suitable to Ulster, owing to the small 
area of the farms. There were 120,000 
farmers, and of these 80,000 were under 50 
acres and a large number under 20 acres. Half 
rates on a 20-acre farm would only mean a 
few shillings, and would be no relief. 

The Minister of Agriculture was considering 
a scheme to guarantee loans from the banks 
to farmers at lower interest than the ordinary 
rates. The British Government had adopted 
certain. measures in relief of agriculture, and 
they in the North of Ireland contended that 
they were entitled to adopt similar measures, 
and could claim that the cost should be ad- 
justed in connection with the Imperial con- 
tribution, which was now being considered by 
Led Colwyn’s Committee. There were other 
matters of a similar kind under 
sideration. 

The House then adjourned.

CASE FOR THE DEFENDANTS. 

Mr. Murphy, in opening the case for the 
defendants. asked for a direction on several 
grounds. One of these was that there was no 
precedent on the books for. an action of that 
kind. Another was that no case could be cited 
where a member of a club had obtained an 
injunction against a club except to restrain 
that club from excluding him from the club 
premises. Furthermore, he also submitted that 
the Court had never compelled ‘the majority 
of the members of a club to use the club 
premises in any particular manner. That’ case 
was unprecedented. because his lordship was 
asked to make a declaration, being, ancillary 
to the injunction, in a case in which-not merely 
on the pleadings, but on the evidence, there 
was no suggestion from beginning to end that 
either the property or the rights or ‘the. in- 
terests of any of the plaintiffs or of any single 
member of the club were restricted’ or inter- 
fered with by the amendment:.of the rules 
which was challenged. 

His submission was that unless some right 
of property was invaded or restricted the 
Court conld not interfere with the domestic 
affairs of a club such as this or any‘other club. 
His lordship, proceeded counsel, was not cl. 
cerned with the ethics of the matter, . but 
merely with the legal rights. The new rules 
did not interfere with the property or the 
rights of the plaintiffs, and his lordship had 
no jurisdiction in a case of. that nature. 
Counsel quoted authorities to show that the 
Court did not interfere to restrain people 
from the commission of criminal offences. In 
that case the plaintiffs were asking an. in- 
junction not to restrain an individual from 
a breach of the Statute of William the Third. 
which had been quoted, but to compel. the 
council of a club to restrain other persons 
from committing a breach of it. How could 
the majority of the club—for there was a 
majority—be expelled by the Council? The 
mjunction, if granted, would he useless in

What we were witnessing was the gradual ex 
haustion of Europe. He refused to regard the 
increase: in population of this country with 
anything but satisfaction, though it raised 
tremendous, problems. 

Dealmg with the unemployment arising qpt 
of the loss: of our European markets, he ex- 
pressed the belief that it did not exceed. our 
powers of persuasion and organisation: to draft 
some of. the most-deseeving and admirable of 
our people to those parts of the Empire which 
wanted. them and. were willing to receive 
them. Urging.a policy of Imperial preference, 
he pointed to the prosperity of the United 
States, and said that we had in the British 
Empire a territory not Jess rich than theirs, 
and, if properly. developed and administered, 
the.

INTER-IMPERIAL TRADE, 

The Duke of Devonshire, Secretary for the 
Colonies, said that -when the occasion arose 
he hoped that the.Government would be able 
to go. further and extend the principle oi 
preference laid down by their predecessors. 
He .hoped that when the Imperial Conference 
met in October they would be able to work 
out methods by which. their inter-Imperial 
trade 'might be still further helped and en- 
couraged. The Government had been able 
to make a satisfactory start with the ques- 
tion of State-aided emigration. They were 
acting in this ‘matter im close . consultation 
with the representatives of the Dominions, 
and were working out schemes on the basis of 
co-operation, which, he hoped, would. prove 
not only* beneficial in themselves, but would 
be the precursor of wider and more amplified 
schemes. If it was found necessary to ask 
for wider powers the Government would not 
hesitate to go to Parliament and ask for 
them. (Hear, hear.) 

This question of emigration was not a 
policy of despair.

In the Northern House of Commons yester- 
day the Minister of Commerce (Mr. E. M. 
Archdale) made a statement on the work 
done by the Ministry during the past year 
and its intentions for the future. 

Speaking during the Committee siage on a 
vote of 216,273 towards the expenses of the 
Ministry, Mr. Archdale said that, as members 
were aware, the Department was divided, into 
two parts—one dealing with the adminigtra- 
tion of statutory. matters, such as companies, 
friendly societies, business names, electricity, 
‘water-power, gas, mines and quarries, canals, 
harbours, docks and piers,. weights and 
measures, and other matters. He was glad to 
say that all that work was proceeding 
smoothly, and during the course of the en- 
suing year it was hoped that the Department 
would be able to examine how far the exist- 
ing legislation, which it took over as it stood 
was in some matters entirely suitable for th® 
conditions in Northern Ireland. 

The functions of the other side of the 
Ministry—the Commerce and Economic De- 

rtment—might be. broadly classified as 

ollows :— . 

(1) Assistance to traders, e.g., dissemina- 
tion of commercial mformation and dealing 
with special inquiries; (2) investigation of 
current problems «and ° difficulties affecting 
Ulster traders, and advising traders and trade 
associations on these matters; (3) examination 
of all economic matters; (4) keeping in con- 
stant touch with the condition of trade, and 
with the factors affecting it; (5) examination 
of matters of potential development ; (6) deal- 
ing with certain special matters entrusted to 
the Ministry. 

We have now, he said, in the Department 
confidential information regarding pra¢tically 
all manufacturers, merchants, and agents in 
Northern Ireland. On the other hand, we are 
gradually perfecting arrangements whereby 
we collect day by day reliable, accurate, and 
most. varied information of all markete that 
are, or might be, of use to us. Following 
upon this the Ministry set up a Trade De- 
velopment Committee, composed of various 
business, men who have voluntarily and most 
willingly ee their assistance to the Depart- 
ment, (Hear, hear.) That Committee, which 
is under the chairmanship of the Permanent 
Secretary, among other things set up panels 
of each trade. : 

TRADE DEVELOPMENT. 

The Trade Development Committee is also 
considering the question of the stimulation of 
home ‘demand for Ulster goods, and while 
the strength of such a demand must depeud 
on the nature of the article and the enterprise 
of the manufacturer, merchant, and retailer, 
yet there is no doubt that there is room for 
considerable stimulation. If I may summarise 
what I have said I would say that the policy 
of the Ministry is as follows:—(1) Not to in- 
terfere with or control trade; (2) to strengthen 
the link between Ulster and the rest of the 
United Kingdom, and to preserve the ideniity 
ot Ulster with Great Britain; (ó) to develop 
export trade; (4) to stimulate the develop- 
ment of industry on the lines of individual 
enterprise, but on lines that may enable the 
present-day fierce competition to be met. 

In that aim, I may say, the Ministry. of 
Labour and the Ministry of Commerce ars 
at one, and between us we will leave no stone 
unturned in our endeavours to bring abot 
real and enduring employment for our peoyia. 

{ could not finish what I have to say with- 
out referring, first of all, to the very cordial 
relations that have existed . between the 
Ministry and the Board of Trade and the 
Department of Overseas Trade. (Applause.) 
We are in the closest touch with those Sass. 
ments, and with the trade policy of 
the Imperial Government, and we make 
it one of our most important  func- 
tions to preserve that link . unimpaired. 
Moreover, we have had great assistance from 
the various chambers of commerce and trade 
associations, who have worked most cordially 
and most loyally with the Department. 

TRANSFER OF SALARIES. 

Turning to Vote 1, which is before the 
House, I should explain that under sub-head 
“ A,’”” £1,250 of the increase in this sub-head 
is caused by the transier to this voie of half 
the salaries of the Minisier and Parliamentary 
Secretary, which were previously bore on 
the votes of the Ministry of Agriculture and 
the Ministry of Education, respectively. A 
substantial part of the remainder of the ‘in- 
crease is due to salaries of additional steff 
already engaged during the year 1922-1923, 
with the concurrence ‘of the Ministry of 
Finance, and includes the salary of the Assis- 
tant Secretary, who was appointed in May, 
1925. 

The employment of this additional staff was 
rendered necessary. by the. increase in the 
volume of work undertaken by the Ministry 
since the preparation of the Estimates of 1922- 
1923. The actual increase im staff pro 


establishment, is not so large, and is due to 
the increasing demand on the services of the 
Ministry made by the commercial community. 
Sub-head ‘“‘ J” (Special Inquiries) is a new 
sub-head, and provides £ to. meet the ex- 
pores of the new Government Commission on 

evelopment. On the other sub-heads of this 
vote the provision made for 1923-1924 is sub- 
stantially the same as for 1922-1923. The only 
item calling for comment is the decreases of 
£1,550 on sub-head ‘‘B” (travelling, sub- 
sistence, and removal expenses). This de- 
crease follows naturally on the cessation of the 
expenditure incurred last year on the removal 
and subsistence expenses of officers appointed 
to the Ministry from other centres. 

After a brief discussion the vote was passed.
